The busiest place in town Just jk>w 
is the poultry packing plant of the 
Fox Bros. Co., where 40,000 young 
chickens are being put on the m irket. 
Their broiler season opened two 
veeka ago and after two weeks of 
milk feeding they have begun 
slaughtering the fowls for the east- 
ern market. Coope in which the 
chicks are fattened are piled one 
above anodier in tiers, with fMing 
troughs, on long aisles. The fat 
chickens are removetl from these 
coops and the coops filled with others 
from the pens. The pens in turn are 
filled from castes on cars waiting to 
be unloaded. The company now has 
.5,ti()0 ready to pack, 25,000 awaiting 
slaughter and lO^OOOnot yet unloaded. 

The cbickena are bled to death 
without cutting ofT the heads or 
opeiiini,' tlie carcasses. The feathers

Washington, Sept 0.— The admin- 
istration emergency revenue bill, de- 
signed to raise 1280,000,000 annually

No Birds to Be Worn on Hats 

The taws of Kentudcy has ptaced 

around its wild i,'anie and fowls a very 
strong protection in the way of law,s. 
One passage in the new law cuts out 
the wearing of stuffed birds on hats, 
which custom hss long prevailed with 
the gentler sex. The law covering 
this case is given in these words: "No 
person shall within the state of Ken- 
tucky kill, catch or havs in bis or her 
possession, living or dead, any w 
bird, other than a game bird; or pur- 
chase, oiler or expose for sale, trans- 
port or ship within or without the 
state, sny such wild bird after it haa 
l)een killed or caught. No part of the 
plumage, skin or body of any Inrd 
protected by this act, shall be sold or 
had posssssion." Game birds are des- 
ignated as swans, ducks, geese, brant, 
river and sea ducks, woodcocks, cur- 
lews, wild turkeys i,'rouse, prairie 
ohickena, pheasants, partridges and 
qwils, and mourning doves.
